President to Be the Guest of Con­ 
gressman Tawney. 
Washington, Aug. 4.—The Minneso­ 
ta Republicans who voted against the 
conference report on the tariff bill Sat­ 
urday were very much interested 
when they were informed that Presi­ 
dent Taft contemplated delivering sd 
speech at Winona, Minn., on Friday, 
Sept. 17, eulogizing Representative 
Tawney for his vote in support of the 
measure in question. 
Winona is the home town of Mr. 
Tawney, and the president will re­ 
main there several hours, arriving at 
6:30 Friday and leaving at 3:42 a. rn. 
Saturday. During his stay he will 
deliver a speech largely on the sub­ 
ject of the tariff, and he will visit 
before his departure the home of tho 
Winona statesman. Just how far the 
president will go In eulogizing Mr. 
Tawney's. position on the tariff is not 
known. 
It should be recalled that all of Mr. 
Tawney’s colleagues on the house 
delegation were opposed to his posi­ 
tion on the tariff. In addition, Sena­ 
tors Nelson and Clapp have announced 
a purpose to vote against the report 
when it is called up for passage. 


Neville 
Castle, the woman from California 
who has a difference of opinion with 
Mrs. William D. Craig as to whether 
Mr. Craig, whom she shot but did 
not seriously Injure Tuesday night at 
the Waldorf-Astoria, has punued her, 
or she him, found no mercy in the 
man she says loves her. Nor has any­ 
one gone on her bail. Craig refused 
to dismiss the complaint against her 
and when she laid her hand on his 
shoulder in court and pleaded gent­ 
ly, “Will, please drop it. Won’t you?” 
he turned brusquely and left the 
room. She was held in $5,000 ball for 
further examination. 
In the matron’s room of the Jeffer­ 
son Market prison Mrs. Castle gave 
out a statement interrupted by bursts 
of weeping, in which she intimated 
that her negro servant could give tes­ 
timony in her support. 
“The night before last',” she said, 
“Will (Mr. Craig) called at my house 
about 7 o’clock. Something occurred 
that I swore I would punish him for. 
I had by servant put him out. He 
said things which he said he should 
tell somebody. I said he shouldn’t. 
“If you had sisters you would have 
told them to act just as I have acted.” 
“Last night I went to the Waldorf- 
Astoria to make him retract. I told 
him it would have to be in the pres­ 
ence of the negro, because he had 
been in the room, and had heard. 
When I met Will he said, ‘I wish I 
was dead, that Kate was dead, that 
you were dead.’ Kate, you know, is 
his wife. 
“Then I drew this crazy little af­ 
fair,”—the pistol she carried in her 
handbag. "He grabbed it and it went 
off.” 
Mrs. Castle has been highly excited 
ever since her arrest, but up to the 
time of her statement, she denied any 
attempt 
to 
“punish” 
anyone. She 
drew her pistol, she has said hitherto, 
with intent to commit suicide.

Trunks Old Not Contain Bndies 
of Missing Children. 


OPENED BY CHICAGO POUGE 


Had Been Shipped to That City Fr<An 
8t. Louis—Thought Possible Ttrff 
Important Evidence May Be Ad­ 
duced From a Proof of Ownership 
of the Clothing—May Reveal Iden­ 
tity of Kidnappers. 


St. Louis. Aug. 5.—The discovery 
that three trunk3 had been shipped 
from St. Louis to Chicago by men 
suspected of tho kidnapping of Grace 
and 
Tamma8so 
Viviano 
confirmed 
the local police in the belief that the 
disappearance of the children and 
the demand of $25,COO ransom for 
them was the result of a carefully 
worked Black Hand plot, which did 
not, however, contemplate harm to 
the children. 
The local police officials have no 
idea that the trunks found In Chica­ 
go contain the bodies of the children. 
For this reason Chief Creecy tele­ 
graphed to the Chicago authorities to 
use their own Judgment In opening 
the trunks. The message was in*an- 
swer to a communication from Chica­ 
go to the effect that bodies were be­ 
lieved to be in the trunks. 
The St. Louis police theory of the 
trunks is that they contain the prop­ 
erty of Samuel Turrlsi, who is be­ 
lieved to have lured the Viviano chil­ 
dren from their home, and other mem­ 
bers of the blackmailing gang. The 
trunks were taken from the house of 
Joseph Pagano here Monday after­ 
noon and It is known that Pagano and 
Turrlsi were friends and that a man 
answering the latter’s description left 
Pagano’s house an hour before the 
children disappeared Monday. 
Conflicting Stories Told. 
Conflicting 
stories 
told 
by 
the 
Paganos and the fact that the three 
trunks left their heme almost at the 
same time the children were kid­ 
napped, with the additional circum­ 
stances that four strange men left 
the Pagano home fifteen minutes after 
the trunks were taken away, lead the 
police to believe that the conspiring 
kidnappers shipped their property to 
a place where they believed it would 
be safe from search, while they nego­ 
tiated with the Vivianos for ransom. 
This theory was confirmed when the 
iocal police were informed that an in­ 
spection of the trunks’ contents by 
the Chicago authorities revealed only 
clothing. 
It Is thought possible, however, that 
important evidence may be adduced 
from a proof of ownership of the 
clothing, as it might tend to reveal 
the personnel of the kidnappers. 
The police now have ha custody 
Giraloma and Joseph Pagano. 
The 
latter is believed to have been a more 
or less active participant in the 
crime, but efforts to obtain informa­ 
tion from him have been fruitless. 
Giraloma confessed to the police 
that Beneditto, Turrlsi, Pagano and 
Vincenzo Ricardo met him Sunday at 
Fanare’s store and arranged to have 
the trunks hauled to the union station 
Monday morning. 
When Pagano was told of this 
statement he begged the police to be 
permitted 
to 
commit 
suicide. He 
steadfastly refused, however, to ac­ 
knowledge the truth of Giraloma’s con­ 
fession. 
All the men named have been 
sought by the police since the kid­ 
napping occurred. 
It Is the belief of the polioe that 
Turrlsi kidnapped the children.

James N. Sutton of Portland, Ore., 
and her daughter, Mrs. Rose Sutton 
Parker of S t Paul, Minn., with Henry 
E. Davis, their counsel, arrived here 
from Washington, determined, they 
say, to fight to the bitter end to re­ 
move the stigma of suicide from the 
name of Lieutenant James N. Sutton 
of the marine corps, Mrs. Sutton’s son. 
when the naval board of inquiry re­ 
sumes the investigation of young Sut­ 
ton’s death. 
Lieutenant Harold H. Utley and 
Surgeon Frank C. Cook, who returned 
Tuesday from the Mediterranean on 
the United States cruiser North Caro­ 
lina, reported at the naval academy. 
They will be the principal witnesses 
for the navy at the continuation of 
the hearings. When the inquiry was 
abruptly 
adjourned 
a 
week 
ago 
because of their absence, the align­ 
ment of t1< entire proceedings was 
changed and Lieutenant Utley and 
the other officers of the marine corps 
who have already testified were made 
parties defendanr, instead of merely 
interested parties, at the request of 
Major Henry Leonard, the judge ad­ 
vocate. 
Though Lieutenant Utley is consid­ 
ered the most im portant witness in 


clearing up nSan^ of HIS incidents 
surrounding Lieutenant Sutton’s en­ 
counter with his brother officers on 
the night of October *£-13, 1907, when 
he met his death, it may happen that 
In the new role of defendant, he will 
claim the usual privilege of refusing 
to answer questions tending to in­ 
criminate him as a witness, and tell 
very little. 
In the capacity of complainant and 
accuser, Mrs. Sutton and her daughter 
were expected to testify unreserved­ 
ly.

Mrs. Parker said 
she would spare no one’s feelings in 
relating, on the witness stand, the 
facts as she had found them.

SHED AT ONCE 


Dower Lumber Company has at 
Last Got Matter of Site 
Satisfactorily Fixed. 


SWIFT OFFICE TO BE MOVED 


It Goes Toward Main Street and 
Big Shed Will be Erected 
South of It 
John Dower, of the John Dower Lum­ 
ber Company, who was in the city yes­ 
terday, closed the final arrangement for 
securing the proper location for the 
company’s big shed.

I Barcelona, where the present dis­ 
content of the people throughout Spain 
over the continuation of the fighting 
against the Moors at Mellila, in Moroc­ 
co, recently assumed the character of 
civil war, Is the capital of the captain

Thus the town is divided 
into old and new, the old interesting 
for its Irregular, narrow streets and its 
houses, built In eastern fashion, chief­ 
ly of brick, four to five stories in 
height, with flat roofs. 
Old Barcelona forms a hexagon, on 
the southeast side of which lies the 
harbor.

city centers in the Itambla, a charm-

One 
of the most interesting of the chapels 
is that of Santo Cristi de Lepanto, 
which contains the “Christ of Lepan­ 
to,” said to have been carried by Don 
John of Austria in his flagship at the 
famous battle of Oct. 6, 1571.

Mr. Morschauser tried to prove the 
charges against White by reading 
parts of Evelyn Thaw’s testim ony at 
the 
trials. Thaw’s 
letters 
to 
Mr. 
Gleason bear upon this, it is thought. 
Trying to clear Thaw of another 
“delusion,” Mr. Gleason presented a 
report of detectives regarding an al­ 
leged attempt on Thaw’s life on the 
night of Dec. 24, 1903. 


Document Not Made Public. 
The wording of this document was 
not made public, but it was introduced 
to counteract the state’s contentions 
that Thaw had delusions concerning 
the “Monk” Eastm an gang, which he 
believed had been engaged by his 
enemies to beat and perhaps kill him, 
and that after W hite’s death the archi­ 
tect’s friends entered into a con­ 
spiracy to “railroad his slayer to Mat- 
teawan.” 
If he can show that Stanfard White 
and a number of wealthy friends did 
maintain several establishments where 
young 
girls 
were 
ruined 
and 
that an attem pt really was made on 
his client’s life, Mr. Morschauser will 
he able to dissipate some of the “de­ 
lusion” evidence of the state. 
He 
intimates that he has some surprises 
in store for the remaining days of the 
hearing, including ten lay witnesses, 
who may testify as to what Thaw 
knew of White. 
Today he will finish his readings of 
the testimony of Evelyn Nesbit Thaw 
and certain other witnesses at the 
murder trials. 
The present plan Is to 
have the attorneys sum up on Satur­ 
day, and if possible, finish the case 
this week. 
The routine of expert testim ony was 
arred by an interruption from Pietro 
Caporale, a wild looking Italian, who 
had been hanging about the place for 
several hours and who tried to force 
his way into the room. When the at­ 
tendants refused him admittance he 
waved a letter and demanded to see 
District Attorney Jerome. 
“Tell Thaw they will rob him as 
they robbed me of my children,” he' 
yelled repeatedly. 
It developed that he wanted Mr. 
Jerome to help him obtain the release 
of his little girls from the Juvenile 
asylum in New York. 
No weapons 
were found upon him, and after Dr. 
William J. Meyer, one of Thaw’s ex­ 
perts, had pronounced him probably 
a harmless lunatic, the man was 
placed on a train and sent to New 
York. 


GREAT BASEBALL ENTHUSIAST 


Career of Harry C. Pulliam, Late N a­ 
tional League Preeident. 
Harry Clay Pu ii In in, president of the 
National League of Professional Base­ 
ball Clubs, who recently died In New 
York by shooting himself, was born in 
Scottsville. Ivy., thirty-nine years ago, 
ami soon after finishing his college 
course he went to Louisville to take 
up newspaper work. 
Ile served part 
of the time In the capacity of city 
editor, but way also Interested In base­ 
ball. 
In 1808 he resigned as city ed­ 
itor of tile L uisville Commercial to 
accept the presidency of the Louisville j 
club. 
P r i e r to that he had served a j 
year in the Kentucky legislature. 
In Louisville Pulliam formed the ac­ 
quaintance of Barney Dreyfuss, now 
the owner of the Pittsburg club. They 
were associated in baseball for a num­ 
ber of years in Louisville and Pitts­ 
burg. 
Dreyfuss became president of 
the Louisville club, and Pulliam be­ 
came 
his 
secretary 
and 
treasurer. 
When Dreyfuss got hold of the Pitts­ 
burg club nnd transferred his players 
there ho took Pulliam with him. 
One of Pulliam’s greatest “discov­ 
eries” Iii baseball was finding Hans 
Wagner, the best player in the game 
today. 
Wagner was playing in Pater­ 
son, N. J., at the time, and Pulliam 
went there on the recommendation of 
a friend and looked W agner over. He 
signed him to a contract and took him 
to Louisville. 
Pulliam stayed with the Pittsburg 
club until 1902, when he was elected 
president of the National league, suc­ 
ceeding N. E. Young. 
About the time 
of his accession to the presidency 
peace was brought about between the 
National 
league and the American 
league, which had been at war. 
Pulliam proved to be an energetic 
official for the National league and 
with considerable executive ability. 
During his regime many vexatious 
problems have arisen, and he always 
was active and conscientious in dealing 
with such matters. He was anything 
but a figurehead president. 
One of 
the hardest problems he had to deal 
with was the famous New York-Chi- 
cago game of last year, which ended 
in a row at the Polo grounds in New 
York and was afterw ard played over 
on the order of the board of directors. 
Once or twice efforts were made at 
the league annual meetings to oust Pul­ 
liam from the presidency, his adminis­ 
tration not suiting all hands, but he 
had too strong support among the mag­ 
nates, and the opposlton to him dwin­ 
dled away. 
He was high strung and 
plain spoken, but impartial, and his 
honesty of purpose always bas been 
recognized. 
W hile he was in office the National 
league came to enjoy greater prosper­ 
ity than it ever had before, the exist­ 
ence of two big leagues operating un­ 
der a peace compact being partly re­ 
sponsible for the prosperity. Some of 
it, however, was due to his own efforts 
for the welfare of the game. 
He al­ 
ways had been a stickler for having 
his umpires treated with the respect 
he considered was due them and stuck 
to his umpires through thick and thin.

Express Their Views on the Tariff 


Bill— Interest Now Centers on the 


Vote on the Conference Report— Mr. 


Aldrich Reports a Concurrent Reso­ 


lution by W hich the Hide and Leath­ 


er Schedule W ill Be Corrected. 


Washington, Aug. 5.—Small interest 
was shown in the tariff debate in the 
senate, but a night session was neces­ 
sary to allow progressive senators an 
opportunity to express their views on 
the tariff bill. 
Most of the speeches th at were de­ 
livered during the day were heard by 
only a handful of senators, while the 
galleries had only a sprinkling of 
visitora, consisting chiefly of tourists. 
Interest now seems to center on 
the vote on the conference report 
Conferences among senators were 
numerous. 
Several times Vice Presi­ 
dent Sherman found it necessary to 
call the body to order and insist that 
conversation be discontinued. 
The effect of the maximum and 
minimum provision of the measure, as 
agreed by the conferees, was the chief 
subject of discussion during the after­ 
noon. Senator Beveridge, quoting the 
remarks of £&alrlfian Aldrich, Under­ 
took to show that that senator in­ 
terpreted the language as reported by 
the conferees as practically guaran­ 
teeing all the results that could be 
obtained through the instrumentality 
of a tariff commission. He provoked 
a prompt opposition to th at view by 
Senator Hale, who at great length 
argued that exactly the opposite pur­ 
pose was in the minds of the house 
conferees, 
whose 
views 
had 
been 
adopted. He insisted that they care­ 
fully avoided giving any authority to 
the president by which he could gath­ 
er information on which another re­ 
vision of the tariff could be based. 
From the committee on finance, Mr. 
Aldrich reported a concurrent resolu­ 
tion, by which, as soon as the con­ 
ference report has been voted upon, 
the hide and leather schedule will be 
corrected. It is intended to m eet the 
views of W estern senators, who de­ 
mand lower duties on products manu­ 
factured from leather. 
Looked Like a Strike. 
It looked as if the senate bad gone 
on a strike when the hour to reas­ 
semble arrived at night. Vice Presi­ 
dent Sherman rapped the body to or­ 
der at 8 o’clock and Senator Smoot 
at once called for a quorum as the 
first business of the evening. 
There was but a sprinkling of sena­ 
tors on the floor and the reading 
clerk proceeded very slowly in calling 
the roll in order to give tim e for sena­ 
tors to come in. It was the first time 
during the long tariff debate that dif­ 
ficulty was experienced in obtaining 
a quorum. 
When the suggestion for a night 
session was made by Senator Bailey, 
possibly for the purpose of permitting 
“insurgent” senators to voice their 
criticisms of the tariff bill. Senator 
Aldrich and other senators did not 
take kindly to the idea of sitting up 
late to hear these speakers. At 8 
o’clock the Rhode Island senator was 
one of those whose absence was 
noted. 
After nearly half an hour had 
passed with a quorum still lacking, 
Senator Nelson moved th at the ser- 
geant-at.-arms be instructed to send 
for absentees. 
When a quorum was finally secured, 
Senator Cummins began speaking and 
when he had concluded, Senator Dan­ 
iel took the floor. Mr. Aldrich ar­ 
rived while Mr. Cummins was speak­ 
ing and took issue with some of the 
latter’s statements. 
The entire night session was con­ 
sumed by speeches by Senators Cum­ 
mins and Daniel. During the evening 
a political debate was injected into 
the proceedings and “regulars” and 
“insurgents” bandied accusations as 
to the effect their course would have 
upon the political future of their 
party.
